BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  to  the  31st  of  December,  • 
1894,  was  T93  ma-les,  and  206  females;  total  399,  giving  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  30-69.

DEATHS. 

For  the  same  period  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  1 8 1 ,  giving  a  death-rate  of  13-9  per  thousand,  being  the 
lowest  for  14  years.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Our  infantile  mortality  is  much  more  favourable  than  last 
year. 

Upon  the  births  registered  120*2,  last  year  it  was  150-3  The 
mean  annual  for  England  and  Wales  being  149. 

CONSUMPTION. 

There  have  been  16  deaths  this  year,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
1*23  per  thousand,  last  year  it  was  1*9.  The  mean  annual 
death-rate  being  i*6. 


BRONCHITIS  AND  INFLAM ATION  OF  THE  LUNGS. 
There  have  been  34  deaths  this  year  against  28  last  year.

Giving  a  Zymotic  death-rate  of  1-07  compared  with  1*9  last 
year.  This  is  a  very  favourable  death-rate. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Although  the  greater  number  of  these  cases  have  been  of  a 
mild  character,  yet,  during  the  year  117  cases  have  been  noti¬ 
fied,  but  only  33  have  been  admitted  into  the  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital.  It  first  commenced  on  January  19th  in  Benton  Road 
and  then  on  to  Church  Bank  on  February  16th,  and  from  there 
to  South  Terrace  where  there  have  been  14  cases. 

12  cases  in  Church  Bank,  5  in  North  Terrace,  8  in  Hadrian 
Road,  6  in  Northumberland  Villas,  and  5  in  Point  Pleasant. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  cases  ha\m  been  in  the  East  end  of  the 
district.  I  am  sorry  that  the  inhabitants  have  such  an  anti¬ 
pathy  to  the  Hospital,  early  removal  is  the  only  remedy  to 
prevent  the  disease  spreading. 

The  managers  of  the  schools  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  it. 

I  advised  the  Authoriiy  to  close  the  Church  of  England 
Schools,  they  being  situated  in  the  district  where  there  have 
been  the  most  cases,  but  I  am  not  sure  that  much  good  was 
done,  because  the  children  will  play  together. 

BUDDEE  BOARD  SCHOOLS. 

I  reported  upon  these  Schools  as  being  in  a  very  unsanitary 
condition. 

All  the  drains  have  been  relaid,  and  the  schools  and  drains 
have  also  been  ventilated.

CONVERSION  OF  ASHPITS  TO  BOX  CLOSETS. 

10  old  ashpits  have  been  removed,  and  17  boxes  substituted, 
also  138  new  box  closets  have  been  added  to  the  number  of 
receptacles  during  the  year. 

The  cow-byers  have  been  kept  in  a  good  sanitary  condition, 
with  one  exception,  and  that  one  has  had  the  necessary  altera¬ 
tion  done  to  it. 

During  the  year  I  have  carried  out  your  Medical  Officer’s 
instructions  in  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases  to  his  satisfaction 
Disinfectants  have  been  supplied,  and  houses  fumigated  and 
cleansed.
